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The  above  is  from  an  actual  photograph,  showing  part  of  our  field  of 
Superb  and  Progressive  Everbearing  Stawberries,  taken  on  Oct.  15th,  1915. 
This  field  was  set  in  the  spring  of  the  same  year  and  that  fall  we  picked  170 
bushels  of  berries,  the  day  this  photo  was  taken  we  picked  nearly  11  bushel  and 
then  did  not  get  them  all  picked. 

This  picture  has  been  used  by  several  different  Nurserymen  in  their 
catalogs,  who  have  represented  it  to  be  a picking  of  various  varieties  other 
than  Superb  and  Progressive.  Any  one  so  using  it  is  not  giving  true  facts.
